Oath/Declaration 



1. 



The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show reference 
character "17 e" as described in the specification at page 19, line 25. Any structural detail that is

essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. 
MPEP § 608.02(d). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to because the reference character "16 b" on Fig. 1 and 
reference character "25" on Fig. 4 are not described in the specification. A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Applicant is required to submit a proposed drawing correction in reply to this Office 
action. However, formal correction of the noted defect may be deferred until after the examiner 
has considered the proposed drawing correction. Failure to timely submit the proposed drawing 
correction will result in the abandonment of the application. 



5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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7. Claim 1 (line 6) "the conveyance direction" lacks positive antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dufour. Dufour 
discloses the same invention including a pair of folding rollers "22" and "24", a prime mover 
(not numerically identified) attached to a crank "38", a blade holder (not numerically identified - 
in vicinity of blade "34"), chopper blade "34", and a guide unit "82". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 

U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
